newsstand in USSR or at a Soviet book= 
Shope UNCLASSIFIED is not adequate ag 
it is desirable to conceal the fact 
that we are publishing translated 
abstracts, 

Where the subject matter is 
actually classified by the Soviets 
and/or has been obtained, the indi# 
vidual abstracts or periodicals mhould 
reflect the appropriate security classie- 
fication by U.S, standards, bearing in 
mind that over classification is undesirable 
from the user's point of view.

Paragraph hb - It is believed that upgrading of 
"Soviet Press Extracts" to the SECRET 
classification is not justified for 
the following reasons: 


1) The upgrading to SECRET classi- 
fication prevents use of press exe 
tracts in publications of lower 
classification such as in the ONI 
Review (Confidential) and the ONI 
Quarterly (Restricted). The material 
which may be contained in the contracts 
is frequently used in these publications. 
It is intended that this practice will be 
continued in the future regardless of 
classifications that may or may not be 
applied to specific items of the Soviet 
press by other agencies. 


2) It is strongly believed that Soviet 
press items should not be placed in the 
same security classification as other 
types of information coming from offi-~ 
cial U.S. sources such as dispatch 
traffic, reports and research studies. 


2s Transmission by U.S. registered mail or 
registered guard mail is authorized in accordance with Article 
7-5, U.S. Navy Security Manual for Classified matter.
